Hill’s free trade v iews, it must 
be dissipated by the speech be made in Al- 
bany y esterday to the delegates to the inter­ 
natio nal American Co ngress. 
The o ccasio n 
was no t o ne fo r a partisan harangue, as the 
delegates fro m the o ther republics are 
D ot 
here to take a hand in o ur party po litics, and 
the Go v erno r was guilty o f v ery had manners 
in talking Demo cracy to such an audience. 
But it is well kno wn that the Go v erno r’s edu­ 
catio n is limited, and it is charitable to sup­ 
po se that he has the inability to make a speech 
o f the regulatio n length w itho ut dragging in 
the o ne subject which is his study by day 
and by night. 
Here is the Go v erno r’s enun­ 
ciatio n o f his free trade v iews: 


W ith the main purpo se o f yo ur co nference—the 
enco uragem ent o f clo ser co m m ercial relatio ns be­ 
tween this co untry and its So uthern neighbo rs—I 
have the w armest sym pathy. 
Yo ur visit and the 
co nference which o ccasio ns it will have acco m ­ 
plished great results if it will have been the m eans 
o f the enlightenm ent o f o ur law m akers upo n cer­ 
tain fundam ental principles o f trade extensio n. But 
the o bject o f the Co ngress will no t be attained until 
o ur co untry realizes th a t a Chinese wall o f restrict­ 
ive trade legislatio n aro und its bo rders is a barrier 
to co m m ercial interco urse w ith o ther natio ns. 
We 
have reached a stage in o ur gro w th when the de­ 
m ands o f o ur m anufacturers are fo r wider m arkets 
and yo u have lieen invited here to see w hat they have 
to o ff- r and w hether it will no t be fo r yo ur advantage 
to buy here rather than 
elsew her . 
But o ur 
invitatio n will have I teen futile and these attentio ns 
which yo u are receiving will he effo rts wasted, un­ 
less the result o f yo ur deliberatio ns shall lie to per­ 
suade the law-m aking bo dy th a t o ur statutes m ust 
be revised in the interest o f freer co mmerce. Reci­ 
pro city canno t be o ne-sided. 
M utual co ncessio ns 
o nly will stim ulate internatio nal co m mercial rela­ 
tio ns. 
If yo u wo uld sell to us, yo u m ust no t o nly 
have w hat we want to buy, h ut yo u m ust faeilitat 
o ur m eans o f buying it; and if we wo uld sell to yo 
we m ust m ake sim ilar advances. 
When the law 
which restrict and do no t actually benefit are wiped 
o ut, then we shall he in a situatio n to co nfer abo ut 
the enco uragem ent o f trade o n a better and mo ri 
reaso nable basis. 


Geu. Henderso n o f Misso uri replied to the 
Go v erno r in behalf o f the delegates. 
His 
speech, tho ugh 
co urteo us, left Mr. 
Hi! 
in a v ery awkward po sitio n: 


I can no t speak o f the legislatio n o f the Co ngrc 
It wo uld no t lie binding upo n the participants, but 
rath er in the line o f suasio n and reco m m endatio n 
V\ ith the G o verno r's statem en ts to uching tin* bro ad 
ening o f trade relatio ns betw een the United S tate 
and its fo reign neighbo rs. 1 tho ro ughly sym pathize 
But fo r the legislatio n th a t no w exists there is m uch 
to he said. 
It was necessary to pay an immense put 
lie debt, co ntracted in the interest o f the co untry—in 
the interest o f the So uth as well as o f the No rth and 
the W est. 
We have no w entered upo n an • ra o f 
pro sperity and with m anufacturers upo n a so lid and 
firm basis; and I think I can endo rse and jo in in the 
sentim ent expressed by the G o verno r, th at perhap 
the tim e has co me when we m ight ado pt a mo re 
liberal m easure o f re c ip ro c ty; and I feel co nfident 
th at when the United S tates is prepared to mak» * 
advance in th at directio n, o ur So uth A m erican 
friends will m eet us o n the half-w ay gro unds. 
While the Go v erno r was deliv ering his 
tirade, o ne o f Ihe So uth American delegates 
turned to ano ther and sa id: “ Do es lie take 
us all to be fo o ls?’’ 
Ilis speech was receiv ed 
in silence, hut when Gen. Henderso n finished 
there was applause in which the fo reign del­ 
egates jo ined. 
The Go v erno r, befo re prc 
scnting himself to the delegates, to ld a friend 
that Blaine lmd made a go o d eno ugh speech 
in his o wn way , but that he intended to beat 
*t. 
Mr. Blaine’s speech at the o pening o f ihe 
Co ngress has been translated and printed by 
the press o f ev ery co untry that sent a repre­ 
sentativ e. 
Go v . Hill’s speech will no t be 
thus translated o r printed.

Iro n enters into ev ery article 
o f manufacture o r ev ery machine used iu 
manufacture. 
There is a rev iv al o f railro ad 
building; iro n beams are taking the place o f 
wo o d in stro ng and well built structures; the 
go v ernment is building a steel nav y . 
The 
fo rests hav e been lev eled, but the earth is 
still full o f iro n o re and co al. 
Iro n is co m ­ 
ing 
into 
the 
co mmo n 
uses 
fo r 
which 
timber 
has 
hitherto 
been 
emplo y ed, and the co nstant multiplicatio n o f 
the articles o f co nv enience, utility and lux ­ 
ury to which it is adapted will giv e the fo r­ 
ests an o ppo rtunity to gro w again and re-fer- 
tilize the places that hav e been made deso late 
and barren. 
The depressio n fro m which the iro n and 
steel industries are reco v ering began fifteen 
mo nths ago . 
This was when the canv ass fo r 
the re electio n o f Gro v er Clev eland was in its 
mo st flo urishing co nditio n and gav e pro mise 
o f certain success. 
The price o f rails went 
do wn till it to uched $25, and the great mills 
began to clo se, thro wing wo rkmen by the 
tho usand o ut o f emplo y ment. 
The frca 
trade Demo cracy rejo iced, and to ld the peo ­ 
ple to see what pro tectio n and the refusal o f 
the mino rity In Co ngress to permit the 
passage o f a free trade bill had do ne fo r I hem. 
But the peo ple refused to be co nv inced, and 
Imv e since been abused witho ut stiut fo r their 
igno rauce, stubbo rnness, aud utter lack o f 
appreciatio n fo r that brilliant “ campaign o f 
intellect.” 
Harriso n has no w been President 


sev en mo nths, and the recent electio ns in the 
new states hav e laid the free trade gho st [be- 
y o nd the po wer o f resurrectio n. 
And what 
is the result ? Such activ ity in the iro n trade 
as has no t been kno wn since that unlucky 
day in No v ember, 1884, when it was kno wn 
that a Demo cratic administratio n had been 
elected, and ev ery industry feeling the im ­ 
pulse o f the mo v ement.

He is a gruff, honest, sturdy man 
with a vast sigh t m ore backbone tban th e younger 
generation of Dem ocrats, and the party has abun­ 
dant reason to fear hint. 
Messrs. W arren and Pat­ 
terson are not only professional partners, but warm 
personal friends as well, and a sligh t to one is a 
slight to b oth . 
But right here com es in a feature of 
the row which loom s with nightm are horror before 
the affrighted gaze o f the bosses. 
The junior m em ­ 
ber of the firm of brainy lawyers, Orin (Jauibeli, is 
a Republican than whom few men in this section of 
the state are m ore highly respected.

It is more 
than one-quarter o f all the cost of running the coun­ 
ty governm ent last year. 
It is m ore than all the 
ta x es paid in G ardiner, H urlev and W oodstock to­ 
gether, 
It is m ore than all the m oney 3pent on the 
Highways o f U lster county, outside of the regular 
road tax. 
W hen m en are figuring closely on their 
taxes, every dollar counts. The resim nsibility for 
this vast unn ecssary levy rests upon the Republican 
party through its representatives in A lbany. 
What 
are the U ix-payers of old U lster goin g to do about 
it 1—K in g sto n C orrespondence A lb a n y T im es. 
We will tell the Times what the tax payers 
are going to do about it. 
They are going to 
pay It and thank God on their bended knees 
that the Democratic parly is not controlling 
the finances of the county. 
W hy. the whole 
tax upon the people of Ulster county last 
3’rar, for state, school, county and municipal 
expenses, was only $444,706 18. 
Should all 
other taxes remain tbe same, aud $22,261.99 
be added by the state, the tax would be only 
$467,048.12. 
If the Times does not think this 


cheap, it is because of its lack of information 
concerning taxes in Ulster county. 
In 1878, 
the 
lust 
year 
of 
the 
old 
Democratic 
regime, when that party held absolute con­ 
trol and believed that it could never be dis­ 
lodged, when it held the Board of Sui>crvis- 
ors 18 to 7, and possessed the offices of 
Sheriff, County Treasurer, County Clerk, 
Superintendent of the Poor, all the Coroners, 
and was in a majority in four-fifths of tbe 
towns, the taxes amounted to $695,606.99. 
In 1877 the taxes were $702.449.80, in 1876 
they were $678,807.26, in 1875 they were 
$632,477.07, and in 1874 they were $658,- 
072.75. 
Tbe Board of Supervisors of 1878 
left a deficiency of $28,557.42, which made 
the total expenditure for that year $724,- 
164.41. 
Average for live Democratic years 
$679,094.26. 
So if local taxes remain the 
same as last year, the state tax increase will 
not bring tbe total within $212,000 of what 
the people were accustomed lo paying in the 
j ears when Democracy ruled w ith a high 
hand and an outstretched arm. W e say again 
that they will pay the taxes cheerfully, and 
thank God that the process of impoverish­ 
ment from over taxation ceased ten years 
ago.

HILL IN 'I HE PEANUT BUSINESS AG AIR. 


If any doubt lias ever been entertained in 
regard to Gov. Hill’s free trade views, it must 
lie dissipated by the speech be made in Al­ 
bany yesterday to the delegates to the inter­ 
national American Congress. 
The occasion 
was not one for a partisan harangue, as the 
delegates from the other republics are not 
here to take a hand in our party politics, and 
the Governor was guilty of very had manners 
in talking Democracy to such an audience. 
But it is well known that the Governor’s edu­ 
cation is limited, and it is charitable to sup­ 
lióse that he has the inability to make a speech 
of the regulation length without dragging in 
the one subject which is his study by day 
and by night. 
Here is the Governor’s enun­ 
ciation of his free trade views: 


W ith the m ain purpose of your conference—the 
encouragem ent of closer com m ercial relations be­ 
tween this country and its Southern neighbors—I 
have the w arm est sym pathy. 
Your visit and the 
conference w hich occasions it will have accom ­ 
plished gr at results if it will have been the means 
of the enlightenm ent of our law m akers upon cer­ 
tain fundam ental principles of trade extension. But 
the object of tlie Congress will not he attained until 
our country realizes that a Chinese wall of restrict­ 
ive trade legislation around its borders is a barrier 
to com m ercial intercourse wiih other nations. 
We 
have reached a stage in our grow th w hen the de 
m ands of our m anufacturers are for w ider m arkets 
and you have liven invited here to see w hat they have 
to o ff r and w hether it will not be for your advantagi 
to buy here ratlier than 
elsew h er •. 
But 
our 
invitation w ill have been futile and these attentions 
which you are receiving will he efforts wasted, un­ 
less the result of your deliberations shall he to per 
suade the la w m a k in g body that our statutes m ust 
be revised in the interest of freer com m erce. Keci 
procity cannot be one-sided. 
Mutual concessions 
only will stim ulate international com m ercial rela­ 
tions. 
If you w ould sell to us, you m ust not only 
have w hat w e want to buy, lm t you m ust facilitate 
our m eans of buying it; and if w e w ould sell to you 
we m ust m ake sim ilar advances. 
W hen the laws 
which restrict and do uot actually benefit are wiped 
out, then we shall Ik- in a situation to confer about 
the encouragem ent of trade on a better and more 
reasonable basis. 
Geu. Henderson of Missouri replied to the 
Governor in behalf of lhe delegates. 
His 
speech, though 
courteous, left Mr. 
Hill 
in a very awkward position: 


I can not speak of the legislation o f the Congress 
It would not lie binding upon the participants, hut 
rather in the line of suasion and recom m endation 
\V ith the G overnor's statem en ts tou ch in g the broad 
eniug of trad e relations between the U nited States 
and its foreign neighbors. I thoroughly sym pathize. 
But for the legislation that now ex ists there is much 
lo lie said. 
It w as necessary to pay an im m ense pub 
lie debt, contracted in the interest of the country—in 
the interest of the ¡South as well as of the North and 
the W est. 
W e have now entered upon an • ra of 
prosperity and with m anufacturers upon a solid and 
firm basis; and I think I can endorse and join in the 
sentim ent expressed by the G overnor, th at perhaps 
the tim e has com e when we m ight adopt a more 
liberal m easure of reciproc'ty; and I feel eonfideut 
that when th e United States is piepared to m ake an 
advance in that direction, our South American 
friends will m eet us on the bulf-w ay grounds. 
While the Governor was delivering his 
tirade, one of the Soutli American delegates 
turned to another and said : “ Does lie take 
us all to be fools?” 
His speech was received 
in silence, hut when Gen. Henderson finished 
there was applause in which the foreign del 
egates joined. 
The Governor, before pre 
senting him self to the delegates, told a friend 
that Blaine had made a good enough speech 
in his own way, but that tie intended to beat 
*t. 
Mr. Blaine's speech at the opening of the 
Congress lias been translated and printed by 
the press of every country that sent a repre­ 
sentative. 
Gov. Hill’s speech will not be 
thus translated or printed. 


seven months, and the recent elections in the 
new states have laid the free trade ghost [be­ 
yond the power of resurrection. 
And what 
is the result ? Such activity in the iron trade 
as has not been known since that unlucky 
day in November, 1884, when it was known 
that a Democratic adm inistration had been 
elected, and every industry feeling the im ­ 
pulse of the movement.

At a recent m eeting of the Business M en’s 
Association of Syracuse, Alfred R. Egerton, 
formerly Assistant Sup erintendent of the Al 
bnny Railway, read an interesting p ap er on 
tbe construction of macadamized roads. E x ­ 
tracts made from the p ap er by the A lb a n y 
Arg u s follow . 
“ We will sup p ose as a p rimary requisite 
that the SeWCr, w ater and gas-p ip cs have 
been laid, together with their la'eral connec­ 
tions, not only to the lots actually occup ied, 
but to every lot as subdivided on the street, 
and that the end of these lateral connec­ 
tions have been suitably cap p ed, closed or 
p lugged, or, if the street to be imp roved is a 
broad one, p rovided with amp le sidewalk 
sp ace; ihat these sewers and p ip es have been, 
as would be best, p laced entirely outside the 
sp ate to be oecdp ied by the macadam p ave 
ment, gutters or curb. 
The grades having 
ticen established so as to p rovide for surface 
drainage, the road bed is excavated to a sub­ 
grade, and as great care should be exercised 
in tbe p rep aration of the road-bed here as up ­ 
on any other p art of the construction. 
Any 
soft loam or vegetable m atter should be re­ 
moved and rep laced with good material Tbe 
road bed should be shap ed so as to conform 
to tbe section adop ted for the finished surface 
and should be tolled, if necessary. 
Tbe sub­ 
grade line should be from two to four inches 
above the true sub-grade to allow for the set­ 
tlement of the stone foundation when sub­ 
jected to rolling." 
“ To secure a good foundation, it is abso­ 
lutely necessary to p rovide subsoil drainage. 
At p resent the advanced p ractice of sew er­ 
age engineers, whether for the combined 
or sep arate sewer systems, is to make their 
sewers p ractically water light, so far as re ­ 
lates to the admission of extraneous water. 
As a consequence, the water which is in the 
subsoil above the level of tbe sewer, or that 
water which is absorbed during a rainfall 
cannot find means 
to 
escap e 
and con­ 
sequently 
tends 
to 
soften the 
road lied 
and 
thus 
facilitates the working up of 
mud and water through the stone. 
W hen 
such sewers as above mentioned have been 
laid and the house and lot connections p ut in 
it is advisible to lay subsoil drains. 
It the 
ground is of a heavy material and ap t to re­ 
tain the water, drains should be p ut on both 
sides of the roadway. 
If the ground is of a 
lighter material but a single drain will be 
required, which should be p laced in the cen­ 
ter of the roadbed.” 
“ Having p rep ared the road-bed,the broken 
stone for the m acadam is p laced up on it, if 
tbe roadway is to be built p urely of m acadam; 
if the roadway is to have a Telford founda­ 
tion, tins foundation should be constructed 
of any good firm rock. 
The stone for ibis 
foundation should in general have a base 
area of not more than 80 nor less than 24 
square inches, and should be a little deep er 
than the tequired dep th of the foundation. 
They should be laid in courses, bases on tbe 
road-bed and 
at 
right 
angles 
to 
the 
axis 
of 
the 
street, 
and, 
should 
break 
ioints. 
The 
cuds of 
the 
stones 
should be broken oil ap p roximately square,so 
as to set up against the stone adjoining it in 
the course, aud the stones should be set 
p lumb and not canted. The p avement should 
then be wedged. 
T his is done by forcing 
small p ieces of stone into the op enings in the 
p avement. 
An iron bar,wedge-shap ed at one 
end, with a flat, rouud head at the other, is 
best adap ted to this p urp ose. 
Up on 
this 
wedging dep ends the stability of the founda­ 
tion. 
After tbe wedging lias been done the 
p rojecting p oints of the Telford foundation 
are clip p ed off w ith hammers, and these 
broken p ieces,if of softer material than that to 
be used for the macadam , should be removed. 
“ The macadam or broken stone is now to be 
ap p lied to such dep th as the requirements of 
traffic demand. 
In m y op inion neither gran­ 
ite, limestone, slag, or iu fact any stone con­ 
taining mica, felsp ar or quartz in any consid 
erubie quantity should be used, and p articu 
larly so as a sutfacing. 
Such stones as cou 
tain the constituents above mentioned are 
easily crushed under heavy weights, 
and 
those which contain felsp ar decomp ose under 
tbe action of tbe weather. 
If granite 
used it should be of a closer grain than 
that 
ordinarily 
used 
for 
struct ur¡ 
p urp oses ; 
and if 
used 
should be cov­ 
ered and 
not 
subjected 
to 
direct 
cou 
tact of wheels. 
T his, of course, so far as 
granite is concerned, does not ap p ly to gran 
ite as used in block or set p aving. An exp eri 
ence gained from results of using granite 
limestone—both in the East and West—broken 
cobblestones—both field aud liver stones— 
gneiss and trap rock, convinces me that the 
latter is by all odds the most durable, and 
in the end most economical. 
This trap rock 
is broken by crushers to sizes ranging from 
what is known as ‘screenings’ to that whio 
oasses through a two and one half m i­ 
sereen. 
The broken stone should be p laced 
up on the foundation in two layers; that 
is, if the dep th of road metal p rop er is to 
be six inches, at least four inches should be 
made of tbe large-size stone, say two and-one 
half inch, and should be rolled so as to settle 
it up on the foundation. 
The other layer of 
one-and-one-half-inch stone should tlien be 
p laced in p osition. 
W hen the second layer 
has been rolled so that it p resents a smooth 
surface, it should be thoroughly wet and 
thin layer of binding material be sp read 
evenly over its surface. 
If tbe m aterial for 
this p urp ose is gravel it should be silicious in 
character, free from sítale, loam or vegetable 
m atter, and should only be p ut on from time 
to time as the rolling and watering p rogresses, 
and only tlien to such dep ths as will serve to 
bind tbe finer layer of macadam. 
If the ma 
terial for the binding consists of screenings 
from the trap rock, the same restrictions as 
to ap p lication and dep th ap p lies.” 
“ 1 have found that a mixture of three- 
quarters good, hard, sharp gravel, running in 
size from a p in's head to three-quarters of 
au 
inch, 
and 
one-quarter 
trap 
rock 
screenings is the best, as screenings alone 
require more rolling and watering to con­ 
solidate, and because such a surface 
too hard up on the horses’ feet. 
If gravel 
alonéis used it must be of the very best qttal 
ily obtainable. 
As tbe binding m aterial is 
being ap p lied the surface must be constantly 
sp rinkled and rolled until the water ap p lied 
ceases to p enetrate tbe surface; when this oc­ 
curs the heavy roller may be withdrawn and 
a light two-horse roller ap p lied and kep t at 
work until the surface is smooth and drv.” 
“ A roadway constructed as above de 
scribed and of tbe m aterials mentioned, will, 
in my op inion, call for the minimum annuai 
cost of maintenance, so far as a p urely m a­ 
cadam, or Telford m acadam construction is 
concerned. 
It is, however, imp ossible to 
construct any road, w hether macadam or any 
other, in such a way as will entirely obviate 
any subsequent care of the road surface, or 
do away entirely w ith tbe costs of m ainten­ 
ance.”

At a recent meeting of the Business Men’s 
Association of Syracuse, Alfred R. Egerton, 
formerly Assistant Superintendent of the Al 
tinny Hallway, read an interesting paper on 
the construction of macadamized roads. Ex 
tracts made from the imper by the Albany 
Argus follow . 
"W e will suppose as a primary requisite 
that the Sewer, water and gas pipes have 
been laid, together with their la'eral connec­ 
tions, not only to the lots actually occupied, 
hut to every lot as subdivides! on the street, 
and that the end of these lateral connec­ 
tion* have laten suitably capped, closed or 
plugged, or, if the street lo lie improved is a 
broad one, provided with ample sidewalk 
space; that these sewers aud pipes have It.-en, 
a* would lie la kt, placed entirely outside tin- 
-pate to In* occupied by the macadam pave­ 
ment, gutters or curb. 
The grades having 
lieen established so as to provide for surface 
drainage, the road lied is excavated to a sub 
grade, and as great care should la* exercised 
in the preparation of the road-bed here as up­ 
on HHV other part of the construction. 
Any 
soft loam or vegetable m atter should Is- re­ 
moved and replaced with good material The 
road lied should be shaped so as to conform 
to the section adopted for Hic finished surface 
and should lie lolled, if necessary

Has linen rolled so that it presents a smooth 
surface, it should lie thoroughly wet and 
thin layer of binding material lie spread 
evenly over its surface. 
If the material for 
this purpose is gravel it should be silicious in 
character, free from shall-, loam or vegetable 
m atter, and should only la- put on from lime 
to time as the rolling aud watering progresses, 
and only then to such depths as will serve lo 
bind the finer layer of macadam. 
If the rn 
terial for the Moiling consists of screenings 
from the trap ris k, the same restrictions as 
to application and depth applies.”

N or ha« there lieen any reason given 
by scientific men for this disappearance. Big 
spots on the sun come and go.

be coeval with the auriga, but the rule lias 
not held good foradecade.”

At a recent, meeting of the Business Men’s 
Association of Syracuse, Alfred 11. Egerton, 
formerly Assistant Superintendent of the A l­ 
bany Railway, read an interesting paper on 
the construction of macadamized roads. E x­ 
tracts made from the paper by the Albany 
Argus follow . 
“ We will suppose as a primary requisite 
that the SeWdr, water and gas-pipes have 
been laid, together with their la’eral connec­ 
tions, not only to the lots actually occupied, 
but to every lot as subdivided on the street, 
and that the end of these lateral connec­ 
tions have been suitably capped, closed or 
plugged, or, if the street to be improved is a 
broad one, provided with ample sidewalk 
space; that these sewers and pipes have been, 
as would be In st, placed entirely outside the 
spare to lie oeciipicd by the macadam pave 
mi nt, gutters or curb. 
The grades having 
been established so as to provide for surface 
drainage, the road bed is excavated to a sul>- 
gratie, and as great care should be exercised 
in the preparation of the road-bed here as up­ 
on any other part of the construction. 
Any 
soft loam or vegetable matter should be re­ 
moved and replaced with good material The 
road tied should be shaped so as to conform 
to the section adopted for the finished surface 
and should be tolled, if necessary. 
The sub- 
grade line should be from two to four inches 
above the true sub-grade to allow for the set­ 
tlement of the stone foundation when sub­ 
jected to rolling.” 
“ To secure a good fotmdaiion, it it> abso­ 
lutely necessary to provide subsoil drainage. 
At present the advanced practice of sewer­ 
age 
engineers, whether for the combined 
or sepatate sewer systems, is to make their 
sewers practically water tight, so far as re­ 
lates to the admission of extraneous water. 
As a consequence, die water which is in the 
subsoil above the level of the sewer, or that 
water which is absorbed during a rainfall 
cannot find means 
to 
escape 
and con 
sequently 
tends 
to 
soften the 
roadbed 
and 
thus 
facilitates the working up of 
mud and water through the stone. 
When 
such sewers as above mentioned have been 
laid and the house and lot connections put iu 
it is advisiblc to lay subsoil drains. 
If the 
ground is of a heavy material and apt to re­ 
tain the water, drains should be put on both 
sides of the roadway. 
If the ground is ot a 
lighter material hut a single drain w ill be 
required, which should be placed itt the cen­ 
ter of the roadbed.” 
“ Having prepared the road-lK.d,the broken 
stone for the macadam is placed upon it, if 
the roadway is to be built purely of macadam; 
if i lie roa I way is to have a Telford founda­ 
tion, this foundation should be constructed 
of any good firm rock. 
The stone for this 
foundation should in general have a base 
area of not more than 80 nor loss than 24 
square inches, and should lie a little deeper 
than the tequired depth of the foundation. 
They should fie laid in courses, bases on the 
road-bed and 
at 
right 
angles 
to 
the 
axis 
of 
the 
street, 
and,, 
should 
break 
ioints. 
The ends of 
the 
stones 
should be broken oti approximately square,so 
as to set up against the stone adjoining it in 
the course, and the stones should be set 
plumb and not canted. The pavement should 
then be wedged. 
This is done by forcing 
small pieces of stone into the openings in the 
pavement. 
An iron bar,wedge-shaped at one 
end, with a flat, rouud head at the other, is 
best adapted to this purpose. 
Upon this 
wedging depends the stability of the founda­ 
tion. 
After the wedging lias been done the 
projecting points of the Telford foundation 
are clipped off with hammers, and these 
broken pieces,if of softer material than that to 
be used for the macadam, should be removed. 
“ The mncadam or broken stone is now to be 
applied to such depth as the requirements of 
traffic demand. 
In my opinion neither gran 
ite, limestone, slag, or in fact any stone con­ 
taining mica, felspar or quartz in any consid 
erable quantity should be used, and particu 
larly so as a sutfacing. 
Such stones as con 
tain the constituents above mentioned are 
easily crushed under heavy weights, 
and 
those which contaiu felspar decompose under 
the action of the weather. 
If granite 
used it should be of a closer grain than 
that 
ordinarily 
used for 
structural 
purposes : 
and if 
used 
should be eov 
ered and 
not 
subjected 
to 
direct 
con 
tact of wheels. 
This, of course, so far as 
granite is concerned, does not apply to gran 
ite as used in block or set paving. An experi 
ence gained front results of using granite 
limestone—both in the East and West—broken 
cobblestones—both field and river stones 
gneiss and trap rock, convinces me that the 
latter is by all odds the most durable, and 
in the end most economical. 
This trap rock 
is broken by crushers to sizes ranging from 
what is known as ‘screenings’ to that which 
oasses through a two and one half inch 
screen. 
T he broken stone should be placed 
upon the foundation in two layers; that 
is, if the depth of road metal proper is 
be six inches, at least four inches should be 
made of the large-siz.; stone, say two-and-one 
half inch, and should be rolled so as to settle 
it upon the foundation. 
The other layer of 
one-and-one-half-iuch stone should then be 
placed in position. 
When the second layer 
has been rolled so that it presents a smooth 
surface, it should be thoroughly wet and 
thin layer of binding material be spread 
evenly over its surface. 
If the material for 
this purpose is gravel it should be silicious i 
character, free from shale, loam or vegetable 
matter, and should only be put on from time 
to time as the rolling and watering progresses, 
and only then to such depths as will serve to 
bind the finer layer of macadam. 
If the ma 
terial for the funding consists of screenings 
from the trap rock, the same restrictions 
to application and depth applies.” 
“ 1 have found that a mixture of three 
quarters good, hard, sharp gravel, runnin 
size from a pin’s head to three-quarters of 
au 
inch, 
and 
one-quarter 
trap 
rock 
screenings is the best, as screenings alone 
require more rolling and watering to con 
solidate, and because such a surface 
too hard upon the horses’ feet. 
If grave 
alone is used it must be of the very best qual 
ity obtainable. 
As the binding material is 
being applied the surface must be constantly 
sprinkled and rolled until the water applied 
ceases to penetrate the surface; when this oc 
curs the heavy roller may be withdrawn and 
a light two-horsc roller applied and kept at 
work until the surface is smooth and drv 
“ A roadway constructed as above dc 
scribed and of the materials mentioned, will 
in tny opinion, call for the minimum annua 
cost of maintenance, so far as a purely ma 
cadam, or Telford macadam construction is 
concerned. 
It is, however, impossible 
construct any road, whether macadam or any 
other, in such a way as will entiiely obviate 
any subsequent care of the road surface, or 
do away entirely with the costs of maiulen 
ance.”

This is similar to coral stitch, and, as its 
name implies, is an Irish specialty. 
The 
original stitch was generaliy worked with 
knitting cottou instead of silks, and executed 
ou fine satin jean, both fabric and embroid­ 
ery passing the test of many washings with 
success. 
A peculiarity ot the Montmellic 
work is the button hole stitch, being fre­ 
quently wrought so that the twisted part of 
the stitch is turned inside when making ferns, 
leaves, etc., giving the edges a spiky appear­ 
ance; but this departure from 
the usual 
method of working this stitch is not always 
observed, aud herring-boning is often substi­ 
tuted in outlining flowers.

handsome silk matching the shade «of the 
cloth that come from the shoulder seams, the 
folds near the waist being crossed and re­ 
crossed with thickly repped rihbous m atch­ 
ing the silk. 
On other gowns these folds are 
met bv a Swiss girdle made of passemeulerie 
points in silk and gold. 
Plain fur muffs will be more fasliiouable 
thau tlie manufactured muffs of lace, velvet, 
and silk, which lias been so popularly carried 
during recent winters. 
The advantage of a 
fur muff is that it can be suitably carried 
with each toilet in turn, and while never too 
elaborate to be worn with the simplest morn­ 
ing dress, is quite as fitting an uccompaui- 
ment to the richest walking or carriage cos­ 
tume.
